When the National League 
announced selection of Mont- 
real as one of two expansion 


teams, many Canadians and . 


most Americans belittled the 
chances of this country’s big- 
gest city making a success of 
it 

After all, the Americans 
chortled, baseball, is “our na- 
tional game and there are sev- 
eral United States cities de- 
serving of major league base- 
ball before a Canadian city.” 

“The doubters have all fallen 
in line now that the Expos 
have -shown Canadians . and 
Americans that baseball is big 
league in Montreal. 

Actually, there should have 
been little doubt back in April 
and May, That’s the time 
usually reserved for front page 
treatment for Montreal Cana- 
diens and the Stanley Cup, Not 
in 1969. Hockey became 
strictly second-rate in the 
Montreal newspapers, French 
and English, In fact, one Mon- 


_day morning paper had five 


pages of baseball copy before 


the results of the Stanley Cup. 


appeared. 

With the press solidly he- 
hind the team, there was no 
stopping the Expos. Right 
from the fifst game in their 
make-do stadium, the support 
was there, By the end of Au- 
gust, the magic million mark 
had been met and the goal of 
1,200,000 is sure to be sur- 
passed. 

“The whole thing is going to 
be that much better next year 
because it’s a proven thing,” 
says president John McHale, 
the ex-Detroit Tiger player 
and Milwaukee Braves-Atlanta 
Braves .executive. “What we 
had to do was prove baseball 
was as popular here as in the 
United States.” 

A visit to Montreal soon con- 
vinces the non-believers that 
McHale is not just trying to 


give you a selling job, The city - 


is solidly behind the team and 
proving to one and all that 
Montrealers will support a los- 
er as well as a winner, 

In the 1940s when Jackie 
Robinson was breaking the col- 
or barrier in baseball by play- 
ing International League ball 
fer the Montreal Royals, the 
franchise was considered the 
best in minor baseball. The 
Rovals often outdrew such so- 


called major league teams as. 


the Washington Senators, St. 
Louis Browns and Philadel- 
phia Athletics. 

When the team slumped in 
the 50s, the reason given by 
many was that Montreal just 
wouldn't support a poor team. 
They ignored the fact that the 
big league complex had hit 
hard at minor league fran- 


chises in big league cities. To- | 


ronto Maple Leafs experienced 
the same fate but unfortunately 
for Toronto, the city lacked a 
ljeader like Jean Drapeau. Had 
Toronto made the same pitch 
to the National League that 
Montreal made, Toronto would 
have been granted the fran- 
chise, . 

Baseball executives are 
unanimous in the belief that 
Toronto is a sure winner as a 
big league city. They all wer- 
en’t so sure of Montreal, main- 
ly because of the weather. 


And what about the other 
new franchises this year? 
Well, San Diego moved into 
one of the most elaborate new 
stadiums since the Houston 


\ Astrodome, But while Mont 


real is averaging better than 
17,000 per game, the Padres 
are drawing only 9,383. And 
San Diego has an ideal climate 
all season with no rainouts. 

In Seattle, where rain is a 
real problem, the average 
hasn't been much better than 
San Diego, 9,958, Only Kan- 
sas City, which isn’t really 
new, has attracted a figure 
close to Montreal — 13,315. 

And Montreal turned the 
trick with a small season-seat 
sale. Kansas City sold close to 
10,000 compared. to Mont- 
real’s 4,100, And the capacity 
of the Montreal park is only 
slightly more than half that of 
San Diego. 

But unlike San Diego, in 
Montreal baseball is THE 


thing of 1969, The intimate 


nature of Jarry Park makes 
people feel. they are part of 
the action, And like the New 
York Mets when they started, 
the fact the team loses also 
has some advantages, Every- 


one loves an underdog and the . 


Expos certainly qualify for

In our issue of August 20th, we 
carried a front page story about the 
recent announcement made by the 
‘Federal Communications . Minister, 
‘Hrie Kierans, concerning major in- 
creases in parcel post rates coming 
into effect on January 1st, 1970. Un- 
der the new rates, the. minimum 
charge will be 45c for a one or two 
pound parcel. Other items are ‘due for 
substantial postal rate increases. 
These we had to consider for the 1970 
budget. 

As most of our readers know, post- 
al rates took their first .big jump 
back at April 1st of this year. From 
that date until September Ist, postage 
costs at the Tweed News have gone 
up some $900.00 over the same period 
of a year ago. True, we are recaptur- 
ing a portion of these costs through 
increased-subscription rates, and post- 
age Charges to our customers, but al- 
most half of the costs are directly 
with the day-to-day operation of The 
Tweed News, and must be treated as 
increased operating costs. 

Also considered in the 1970 budget 
were increased municipal and school 
taxes. This latter item is going up at 
an alarming rate, and according to 
the village clerk, Garnett Morton, is 
likely to hit the sky. by this time 
next year, 

Costs are increasing all down the 
line. Some of the fine papers have in- 
creased in cost by 100 per cent. sire 
the present owners began operating 
The Tweed News in May of 1964. In 
fact, the costs have gone 80 high for 
special papers during the last fivt 
years, that two of our suppliers have 
already advised us that these items 
will no longer be included in their 
catalogue. 

Costs of labour, unemployment in- 
surance, workmen's compensation, 
hospitalization and medical insurance, 
chemicals, inks, equipment and parts, 
are all going up and up in price, and 
with no end to this alarming spiral 
in sight. 

We are not writing this editorial 
with any idea of gaining sympathy 
for The Tweed News Publishing Com- 
pany, but rather we are using our 
Company as an example to show what 
is taking place all across Canada and 
across the United States as well. 

As costs go up, Companies are fore- 
ed to pass on these costs to their cus- 
tomers in order to meet their costs 
and in turn remain a solvent operat- 
ing economic unit in the community.
